The story of ihe crinip, criminal and iiioli 
fiiiy, of which he was the viotini, ist le- 
oinkahle an<l worth recalliug. Kllen 
i'liiniiner, the twelve•year^>id daughter 
of Kdgar Plummer, did not return 
from school one Monday evening 
in ilie Fall of 18A8. Her way home led 
past a dense wood. Just entering which i>he 
\vas last seen alive, \ •ean liinjr paiiy 
next morning foiiiol her corpse muler a 
heavy lo;; deep in the toicsi. It was evi- 
dent that .Mm WiUon, a hri;:ht mulatto of 
I weniy-t hree years, who was known to 
have been in the woods ai>oui the hour the 
girl was last seen, was connected with her 
disappearance. Wilson had been held iu 
extraordinarily bigb eeteem for politeness, 
industry and fidolity. He was tbo tbre- 
man and trustsd protector of two maiden 
ladies who lived on a small fkrm !■ the 
neighborhood. No suspicion attached to 
him, when the pcix.iM in M'-iij;:ii ing the 
crinio fjiieslioned hun, merely hoping 
that he might have oh-crveil «oincthin^ 
that would throw light npuu the 
tragedy. When the subjeei was 
mentioned, the man turned pale, 
trembled violently and seemed on the 
verge of fainting. He could scarcely ar- 
ticulate his protests that he had not been 
near the wMd and knew nothing of the 
crime. Re protoated too much, and sus- 
picion fastened at ones npon blm as the 
murderer. He was arrested, and, after a 
brief exaniiiiution, hurried ot) toward the 
County jail. < Mi the road iliiilier many 
wildly excited lariueis juiiic I in iha pro- 
cession, and even tlmii lyiichuij; 1 he pris- 
oner was discussed. It was urged, how- 
ever, that tbe prool of his guilt was not 
yet certain. As a speedy way of obtain* 
ing this he was ownng up by the thumbs to 
a tree limb, and after an hour's suspension, 
confessed that, prompted by the dovil, ho 
had done ihe deed. Ills eonfession 
eoulcd, rather than increased tbe 
fury of iho mob, who, listening to 
calmer counsels, carrifd him away 
lo jail to answer in due lonu of law. M:iny 
persons even yot believe ihal (lie confession, 
although repeated attorward iu the jail, 
was only the expression of a man too 
thoroughly terrified to know what he was 
saying. Each day after his iaoarcoration, 
a fiw youag follows, who were regardea 
almost witk iomv by law-abiaing cititens, 
beeamo noro open In their threats that 
Wilson should not live (0 grace a legal gal*

First in the line of sufferers 
Ihe wife of George W. Vincent suffered 
paralysis of her right arm next day, Vin- 
cent, himself, a few months nfierwards, 
while endeavoring to rob a negro near this 
villii;/e. wn^ shot thioiiirh the liin},'s an. I 
dieil of iineiiiinin ia, the phj.'.iciaii said at 
ihetiMie, althoii;;h he atierward u.lmirte.l 
that the woiinAhad caused the pneumonia. 

Greenwell, the Delaware butcher, was de- 
serted by all his customers. " He may 
butcher his meat with the same knin 
with which ho carved Jim Wilson," 
they said, and ho sold ao noro meal in 
Caroline ooiuty. Taking to drink, bo fell 
one dav under a train at Seaford and lost 
his right arm. Duiing another spree he 
fell into the creek at t<ettfoid, and, al- 
though help was near and the man 
never sank below the surface, they took 
him out dead. 

.Marcy Fountain, uncle of the outraged 
Kirl. a man who had made a fortune as a 
slave trader, saw his fortuno disappear, 
and died almost in penury. James U. 
Barrick and Thomas Lookormaa dlod ia 
the agoniee of delirium tremens. Every 
one known to be an actor in the lynching 
died in agony or penury excepting Jim 
Louf.'. who lives yet, lliu object of the plly 
and >c.irii of all who know him. 

V'chciinnl ly as good l iti/eiis ilrnounced 
the atrocities, not one ol the actors felt ths 
han I of human ju.-ti. e. (.iiand juries WSrs 
willing enough to indict, but wilnoesess 
could not bo provalled npo» to loll what 
Ibey knew. 

It is worthy of remark, lest tho imprint 
in tlio (roe be at(ributed to some actUm of 
tho decomposing animal tissue, tbo lumber- 
men working in Ihe vicinity made op a 
purse, and hired a man (0 take tho hand 
down within a wooh of tho tlmo It was 
placed there.

Tho North Germ 111 Ga/c'ie, in ro- 
proUuciiig the report, jueiaccs it Ly i piira- 
praph, V. hioh tho Tiuu's corre>|...ii.lent 
chtti actei i /es as a weak and trHiis) ureiit 
a!ie:n]it ii;i..n the part of the management 
to excuse their uuwarraniahle attack.
